CABLE NEWS. 



The Cuban Insurrection— Harrow Es- 
cape of the King and Queen 
of Italy. 



Servla Bankrupt— Death of Lord Sel- 
bourne— France In Madagascar— 
Royalty In England. 



London, May 7.— The Cuban insurgents, 
according to u Havana dispatch to-day, 
attacked the town of Oisto and burned 
three houses. During tho engagement the 
Spanish troops loab one killed and six 
wounded. The loss of the insurgents is not 
known. The insurgents also attaokod the 
town of Cunoy and burned one house before 
they wsro compelled to retire by the troops. 

The Dally News publishes advioes rocoiv- 
from Its correspondent at Kara, saying that 
800 fefugoea of the massacre in Armenia, 
who returned home under promise of pro- 
tection from the Turks, are being persecuted 
and tortured at tho hands of Turkish offi- 
cials, supported by the gendarmes. For two 
months the officials have tried to force the 
refugees to sign an address of thanks to tho 
Sultan, stating that they mot with only 
kindness at tho hands of the troops, that all 
the troubles wero caused by Kurdish raid- 
ers, and that tho Sultan's troops took no 
part in the slaughter. Those refusing to 
Bign tho address are beaten, placed in chains 
and suspended for hours by their feet. 
Women were outraged and tho soldiers 
forced the women and children to sign the 
address. Constantinople dispatches state 
that the foreign members of the Armenian 
commission have left Mosh on a visit to the 
villages in Sassoun district. 

A dlspatoh from Paris says the press are 
satisfied with the course Japan has adopted 
with regard to the remonstrances of the 
powers as to the terms of peace with China. 

At the Primitive Methodist conforenco 
held at Dudley, a resolution was paBSod to 
the effect that " considering the character 
of Rev. J. Bell's crime, and the shame whioh 
it brings to us and sorrow to our hearts at 
tho torriblo faots, the conforenco cannot ac- 
cept his resignation, but expels him from 
the ministry Bnd its oonneotion." The 
whereabouts of Boll are still unknown to 
the polios. 

King Humbert and Quean Margnreb were 
on their way by special train from Florence 
to Home, attended by their suites. Sud- 
denly, near Inoisa lake, a violent shook oc- 
curred. One of the carriages was derailed 
and everybody on the train reoeived con- 
cussions. An obstruction, lb appears, either 
fell across the track or was placed there by 
evil-minded persons. The King and Queen 
escaped with nothing more serious than a 
bad shaking up. 

The Times says It Is reported that in con- 
consideration of Japan's abandonment of 
the Liao Tung peninsular she will reeeive 
an additional indemnity of $50,000,000. 

The Dowager DuohesB of Roxburgh, 
widow of the sixth Duke of Roxburgh, is 
dead. She was a lady-in-waltlng on the 
Queen, 

The Queen arrived in London to-day to 
attend the drawing room to-morrow at 
Buckingham palaoe. Enormous crowds of 
people lined the road to the palace. Her 
Majesty walked to the carriage, assisted by 
an Indian servant. 

A Berlin dlspatoh says the relohstag to- 
day definitely passed the Baltio and 
North Sea festivity credit of 17,000,000 
marks, tho Social Democrats alone oppos- 
ing lb. 

Sir Edward Grey, parliamentary secretary 
of the foreign office, in anawor to a question 
by tho Right Hon. James Lowther, Baid 
Rear-Admiral Stephenson left Corinto on 
tho rocelpb of the letter from the Nicaragnan 
government promising to pay tho indemnity 
within a fortnight and accepting the other 
terms of the British ultimatum. 

Mr. Sydney Buxton, parliamentary secre- 
tary, replying to Sir CharleB Dilko, said the 
colonial office had not received any report 
regarding the amount of money disbursed 
for the relief of tho dietroBaod inhabitants in 
Newfoundland. Tho only report received 
statos that tho govornmenb commissioner is 
establishing works of gonoral utility. 

The French loss ab tho capture of Marc- 
vovay, Madagascar, was one killed and four 
wounded. The loss of tho Hovas wbb 
severe, 

In court to-day Oscar Wilde was released 
on bail after famishing his personal bond 
for $12,500 and two sureties of §6,250 each. 
The aurotieB wore Lord Douglas and Rev. 
Stowart Uoadlam. 

Advices from Algiers announce that hopeB 
of tho reoovcry of Sir Frederick Loighton, 
president of the royal academy, have boen 
abandoned. 

Count Kalnoky, Austrian foreign minis- 
ter, retired in ordor to give Emperor Fran- 
cis JoBoph a free hand in dealing with tho 
crisis growing out of tho denunciation by tho 
papal nuncio at Vienna of tho Hungarian 
ocolosiastio bills. 

The Pope has written a lotter to tho 
Armoniac patriarch ab Constantinople, ex- 
pressing sympathy with tho Armenians and 
indorsing the nocosslty of roformsin Armenia, 

Advices receivod from Bolgrade Indicato 
that Sorvla is going bankrupt. Tho popu- 
lace is Baid to bo clearly in favor of repudia- 
tion and tho government ia spending lavishly. 
The Skupteohina yesterday evening granted 
an annual pension of 15,000 pounds to ex- 
King Milan, and court balls, dinners and all 
klndB of festivities on a soale unknown for 
yoarB are In progress. The town is profusely 
decorated for tho triumphal reooption of ex- 
Queen Natalie. 

The Earl of Solbourno is doad. Right 
Hon. Roundoll Palmer, first Earl of Sel- 
bourno, was the second eon of tho late Rev. 
William Palmer, and was born in 1812 Ho 
was first returned to parliament in 1847. In 
186 1 he wuBappoin tod eolicitor-general in Lord 
Puhnerston's administration. He differed 
from Mr. Gladstone on the disondowment 
question, hut supported tho Liberals in 
other things. Ho roproaentod Her Majes- 
ty's government as council before the arbi- 
tration at Gonova in 1871, was appointed 
Lord Chancellor of England In 1872, and in 
May, 1886, rofused to become a member of 
Mr, Gladstone's new oabiaot, owing to his 
disapproval of the home rule polioy. 

Thero was a harmonious meeting to-day 
of tho shareholders of tho Grand Trunk 
railway of Canada. Tho board of direotors 
wero nominated by tho shareholders and tho 
commlttoo elected. The now board is com-

WORLD'S W. C. T. U. 

Third Biennial Convention In London— Im- 
mense Petition— Excursions Proposed. 

London, May 7. — The third biennial con- 
vention of the World's Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union will open in .this oity 
June 16 next. Arrangements have been 
mado for 250 women preaohers and speakers 
to addresB tho same number of audiences in 
London on that date. A unique demonstra- 
tion will take placo in Albert hall on Tues- 
day, Juno 16, when the great polyglot peti- 
tion from New York will bo festooned around 
the great hall. This petition, which 'Is 1,028 
yards long, and bears over 2,000,000 signa- 
tures, aBks for the prohibition of the sale 
of aloohol and opium. It will be presented 
to tho representatives of the British gov- 
ment. As each national contingent en- 
ters the hall ib will be preceded by a 
flag of Its own nation, each woman carrying 
a national flag. At the same timo the 
national anthem of the nation in question 
will be played. After the conclusion of the 
London oonvontion the delegates will go to 
Grlndelwald, Switzerland, where a temper- 
ance oonventlon is being organized by Lady 
Henry Somerset and other leaders of the 
women's movement. 

In August ib Is proposed to vlsib the 
northern capitals of Europe. A steamer 
will bo chartered to oonvey the petition and 
the delegates to Chrlstiania, Stockholm, 
Copenhagen and Sb. Petersburg. In the 
late autumn a third oharter will be arranged 
for a vessel to carry the delegates and their 
petition to various countries on the Mediter- 
ranean, visiting Naples, Rome, Athens, the 
Holy Lind, Constantinople and Egypt. Ab 
a later period lb is intended to visit tho 
capitals of Central Europe, India and the 
oountrles of the East, Australasia and 
Afrloa.

General Herbert Submits His Valedic- 
tory Report-Militia to Be 
Drilled This Year. 

British Neglect of the Demands of 
B. C. Sealers -Police for the 
Yukon Country. 



(From Our Own Correspondent,) 

Ottawa, May 7. —Hon. Mr. DIokey was 
introduced as the member for Cumberland 
yesterday. He announced that it was the 
present intention of the government to have 
the militia drilled this year. 

A resolution favoring the .appointment of 
English experts by the Dominion to report 
on the healthiness of tho Canadian herds 
was nob entertained, as the Dominion has 
asked the home government to send out 
veterinarians at Canada's expense. 

The annual report of the Militia depart- 
ment was leaued^yesterday. General Her- 
bert gives hlB valedictory report, and in ib 
praises the Martini-Medford rifles whioh 
Hon. Mr. Patterson condemned, but blames 
the ammunition bb not satisfactory. The 
report of Col. Peters says a new drill hall at 
Westminster Is urgently required. The 
range is reported as nob available for gun 
practice. There are no guns for drill ab 
Vanoouver or Westminster. 

An animated discussion took placo yester- 
day on tho subj )ot of the disfranchisement 
of provinolal officials In those provinces 
which disqualify Dominion officials, bnb no 
conclusion was reached. 

The Supreme court delivered judgments 
yesterday, none of which were of Western 
interest. 

At the forthcoming meeting of the Royal 
Society Sir William Dawson will give a 
paper on' fossil plants from the vlolnlty of 
Vanoouver. 

Col. Prior asked to-day if the government 
had heard anything from the Imperial 
authorities regarding the proposed advance 
of $425,000 to the sealers. Hon. Mr. Costi- 
gan said no reply had been received to a 
oable message sent Maroh 6, nor to a 
petition subsequently forwarded through 
the ordinary channels. 

The budget debate was resumed by Sir 
Richard Cartwright thiB afternoon in a 
rigorous speeoh lasting two hours. He 
moved an amendment affirming the principle 
of a tariff for revenue only. Hon, Mr. Hag- 
gart replied at the evening bobbIou, after 
which Mr. Patterson (Brant) spoke and the 
debate was adjourned. 

The American anglers on the St. Lawrence 
wish the government to do away with fish- 
ermen's licenses. 

Inspeotor Constantino has arrived here to 
reoeive instructions respecting the detach- 
ment of polioe for the Yukon county.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION, 

What Will the Manitoba Government Dot 
-Opinion of the " Mall-Empire "-Com- 
promise or Adjournment? 

Toronto, May 7.— (Special)— The Mail- 
Empire says : " What the Manitoba gov- 
ernment will do with the sohool question Is 
now fairly well nnderstood. When the 
ease was sent to Winnipeg, the first im- 
pulse of Premier Greenway and his col- 
leagues was to cast it promptly and abruptly 
into tho Federal arena. Now it appears 
that tbe Manitoba government Ib going to 
say that it will take no action now ; that it 
thinks no legislation should be given ; bub 
that it cannot take full aotion, as inter- 
preted and understood by Mr. Sifton's read- 
ing of the remedial proposition, until the 
general oloction is held. We are, in a word,, 
to asaumo that the epirit of tho request and 
the propositions it contains, forbid for the 
present action, whioh otherwise would havo 
been willingly undertaken ; bub it Ib nob bo 
certain that this position will be politically 
healthful. 

Winnipeg, May 7.— (Spociol)— Interest is 
increasing hero as to tbe stand the Manitoba 
legislature will take this week whon the 
houao resumes, to oonaider the Dominion 
remedial order on schools. It is reported 
that the houso will adjourn without consid- 
ering the mattor, but Premior Greonway 
denies thiB. It is also said that Governor 
Sohultz will be hoard from on tho matter bo- 
foro tho session Is closed.

Vancouver, May 7. — The estimates woro 
finally adopted at last night's council meet- 
ing and the rate cf taxation [struok at two 
mills In the dollar.

The further cat in civic salaries was con- 
firmed by the council last night, and a no- 
tice of motion was given tbab a resolution 
would bo submitted to reduce all thoso not 
affected by the last cut. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, May 7.— A brasa memorial 
tablet is to be plaood in Trinity Cathedral 
in honor of Bishop Sillitoe. Tho tobleb, In 
iho shape of a shield, will be inBoribed : "In 
memoriam. Aoton Windyer, first Bishop of 
New Westminster, oonsooratod All Saints 
Day, 1879; died 9th June, 1894." Ib will 
be plaaed In position on the anniversary of 
the Bishop's death. 

A burglar entered tho houso of J. M. 
Bryeon on Sunday morning. Mr. Bryson's 
eon was awakened by the burglar.

GRAND PBAIBIE. 

Grand Prairie, May 5.— R. M. Clemit- 
aon, tho highly respected postmaster and 
farmer in this valley, paaaod away after 
almost a week'a intense suffering from acute 
pneumonia. Mr. Clomitaon firab arrived In 
Victoria, B.C., in the oarly spring of 18(33, 
and haa been a resident of the province ever 
since. Shortly after his arrival ho wont up 
to Cowichan in company with the late Hon. 
W. Smythe, they having come oub from 
England together, being old college friends. 
At Cowichan they pre-empted land and 
went into partnership farming for several 
years. Mr. Clemitson taughb in various 
schools ab Victoria and othor parts of tho 
province for about ten yoara. Ho waa ap- 
pointed deputy superintendent of oduoation 
lor tho province in 1870, and held that offioe 
until it waa abolished in 1878. He thon re- 
entered tho ranks of the touchers and 
Uught until 1887, when owing to ill health 
and under doctor's advico he gave up touch- 
ing and aottled down to a farmer's life at 
Grand Prairie.

Thero are somo particulars of special in- 
terest to Victorians in the annual report of 
the Department of Indian AffairB, juet 
laaued, those relating to the natives of this 
province, who It ia aatlsfaotory to noto are 
amongst the moat proBperoua of the Indians 
of Canada. The number of theae residents 
of British Columbia was, at the date of 
latest returns, 23,307, and thore are ten 
agenoiea, Their live stock inoludea 9,329 
horseB, and 10,634 othor animaU. Tholr 
property ia valued at the grand total of 
$765,035, and the government haa in bank 
considerable auma of monoy in trust for 
thorn, tho share in this possessed by the 
Songheos, of Viotoria, being §11,317. Tho 
Indian schools aro having a good effect in 
modernizing tho idoaB of the rlaing genera 
tlon, and thore are 843 pupila enrolled In 
the 31 echools. Tho missionaries who have 
boen hard at work for many years oan as u 
result count a considerable number of con 
verta, the offiaial returna showing 8,557 
Roman Catholics and 5,960 ProtestantB, the 
rest atill being classified aa pagans. 

The Indiana of tho Frasor aulfered in 
oommon with tho white settlers on the river 
last yoar, but philosophically took comfort 
from tho fact that thoy had recovered from 
tho effects of a like disaster whioh ocourrod 
a great mar y years ogo, and aeb to work re 
placing their property in tho firm conviotion 
that ic would not be aimilurly threatened ior 
at loaat fifty or Bixty yours. 

Tho Indians of tho Fraser rivor agency 
have 3 013 acres under cultivation, and raiB 
od in 1893 94 1,442 bushels of corn, 3,408 of 
wheat, 12,329 of oats, 7,552 of pooso, 2,862 
of barley, 17,318 of potatoes, and 1,813 tons 
of hay. 

As to tho future, Mr. A. W. Vowell, 
superintendent of Indian affairs in this pro 
vinco, says in his annual report : 

" It in notlcoablo that within tho laat fow 
years thoro haB been a falling off in tho gross 
earnings of tho nativoa In British Columbia, 
whioh may be aocountod for by tho graduul 
influx of settlors of ovory nationality into 
tho province, whioh Increases oaoh year 
Tho Indiana do nob now, nor can they ex 
peob to in the future, mako as muoh money 
as formorly in any lino of industry or enter 
priso where tho natives used to bo tho only 
peoplo available for euoh employment and 
pursuits ; white men and Japanese, und 
othora, are at tho preaonb timo to bo aoon In 
all directions and in groat numbora compet- 
ing with thorn in tho labor markob, and In 
tho occupations of fishing, trapping and 
hunting, oto. This natural outoomo of the 
s3ttIomont of tho country ia conBtantly being 
brought to tho notioo of tho Indians by my- 
eelf and by tho Indian agents ; the natives 
being urged to concentrate thoir enorgioa 
more in the cultivation of their roaorvea, tho 
raising of stock, and in such pursuits within 
thomaolvea as will prove of perrranonb uao 
to thorn aa a moans of solf supporb In tho 
futuro."

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CAPTURE OF LIMA.. 



Graphic Description of the Battle 
Between the Nationals and 
Cacerist Forces. 



Three Days of Terror in the City 
Dnriusr the Fight for 
Supremacy. 

A oopy of the Peruvian Mail, juBb to 
hand, Rivea i decidedly interoating aoeount 
of the attaok and capture of Lima by the 
National army, nnder Don Nicolas do Pier 
ola, during the terrible Btruggle for suprem- 
acy botweon the Nationals and General 
Cacerea. This was the decisive battle, re- 
sulting in Gacores surrendering in favor of a 
provisional government and loaving the 
country. 

The battle within the city raged for three 
days — Sunday, Monday and Tuesday, 
March 17, 18 and 19. The Cscerist artny, 
numbering about 4,000 men, held tho city 
and their line of defonce extended over a 
distance of some ten miles; the government 
palace, police barraoks and other publlo 
buildings beiDg ocoupiod. BesidoB this, 
Bmall detachments of ten men each occupied 
the lowers <.f S±n Augustino, La Meraod 
and San P< 'iro churaties, wbilo 150 mon 
wore atatlocul in the tower cf Santo Domin- 
go church. 

The National foroes, in throo divisions 
numboring 3 '200 advancod ou the city from 
throe directions under Don Nioolas do Pie- 
rola. Tho armament of the National army 
was extensively heterogeneous. The sol- 
dlera had P.iabody, Romingtoo, Gras, 
Comblain, Mauser and Manlioher rifles, 
while the (Jacerints wore moBtly armed 
with ManlicherB nod tho artillery had 
Krupp gunB and Gaolli'ga. 

On tho Saturday mo Nationala began 
their advance and after aomo fighting 
reaahed the city. Undor oovor of a dense 
fog, in the early Sunday morning, tho Na- 
tional divisions advanced towards tho cen- 
tre of Lima by different routes. The Cacer- 
ists resisted atoutly and there was heavy 
fighting in the streets all day. During Sun- 
day night all was darkness outside in tho 
etreeta and uncertainty inaido the dwell 
inga, from whioh the inhabitants dared not 
move. 

At daybreak on Monday the fighting was 
resumed. DetaohmentB of tho National 
army appeared in the neighborhood of the 
Conception market, occupied the roofs of 
tha buildings and attempted to dislodge the 
Cacerista from the ' tower of San Pedro 
church and from Balivar square, but the 
Cacerists had formed barricades of flag- 
stones at tho corner of the streots and from 
behind those kept up a murderous fire of 
Manlioher rillen and Galling guns, which 
drove back their aEsailanta with terrible 
loss. 

Similar aoones wore going on all over the 
city. All tho inmates of the houses on tho 
ground flior huddled together in the back 
rooms ; those who livod in upper stories 
and could manago to gain the ground fljor 
did so, while those who could not adopt this 
coarse got as far back as possible, and with 
furniture and mattresaca endeavored to pro- 
tect themselves from tho bullets which came 
constantly whistling through the windows 
and doors. That their fears were well found- 
ed Is proved by the largo number of innocent 
victims wounded or killed by stray shots, 
whioh may be sot down aa over eighty. 
Although all the houses wero completely 
olosed some charitable persons from time to 
time opened their doors to snatch hold of 
and drag inside the unfortunate wounded 
who begged for assistance. NumborB were 
by this meana saved from certain death. 
From the roofs of many houaea and from the 
balconies of others shots were fired which 
dropped several of the Cacerlsb officers. In 
the suburbs vast masseB of the populace 
were formed and lent valuable assistance to 
tho National army. 

On Tuesday morning tho fighting recom- 
menced, but the firing was more desultory ; 
meantime tho combatants wero repairing 
their barricades and preparing to renew the 
struggle About 9 a.m. a rumur got afloat 
that the diplomatic corps was negotiating 
an armistice, and at nooD a bulletin was 
issued, Bignod by tho dlplomatio corps, 
stating thab an armiBtlce of twenty-four 
hours had been arraDgod and thab thiB 
would terminate at 2 p.m. on the following 
day. 

People then began to oome out of tholr 
houBOB and movo about the Btroots. Then 
and only then could every ono appreciate 
tho horrors of tho two days' fighting. CorpBeB 
alone, or in heapB, surrounded by maasea of 
coagulated blood, swollen up and alroady in 
a state of decomposition ; numbers also of 
dead horses in all direotions, their putrefied 
remains adding to tho pestilential and 
sickening atmosphere of tho atreote ; women 
crying and men looking on with horror at 
the aceno of death and dostruotion before 
them ; gaB lampB shattered, doora and 
windows broken in ; clubs and ahopa plun- 
dered by tho Caoeriat troops ; pieccB of 
wood, of masonry and of brioUa lying about 
on every side, the flag stones taken up and 
barricadeB of them formed at tho corners of 
streets ; telegraph and tolophono wiros 
broken and in one vaBt confusion. 

Tho British fire brigade Boon appeared on 
tho scone with an iron tank of tar with 
whioh it covored iho dead horaeu and then 
set fire to them. Moautimo stops wero taken 
to remove all tho wounded and to commence 
burying the [load, for which purposo *ho im- 
mense wagons of tho railway company, eaoh 
drawn by four mules, woro brought into 
use. 

Ab last, on Wednoeday, tho 20th, poaco 
arrangements wore Blgned in tho presence of 
tho diplomatic corps, and in consequenco 
Gonoral Caceros, seeing that tho Nationals 
woro carrying all before them, resigned in 
favor of tho provisional government und 
took refuge In the British logatlou, whence 
ho retired to Oallao and from thoro wont to 
Buonos Ayrea 

Tho total number nf killed in tho threo 
daya' fight wns 1,683, of whioh GG wero 
women, and 80 innoconb persona killed by 
stray shots. Thoro woro 1,-lUO wounded all 
told. 

Tho following incident of tho fight is 
vouchod for : An Indian montonoro, alone, 
with his riflo on his shnuldor, oamo out of 
San Cristobal street to thab of I'ilota do Santa 
Catalina ; on facing tho forb of Santa Cata- 
lina, and as ho advancod in that dlreotion, 
rifles and mitrailleuse woro firod ab him, 
but thia follow wont on tho ovon tonor of hia 
way, lotting thorn blaze away at him with- 
out touching hia rifle or turning hia head, 
until ho reached tho cornor of Gonoral Btrnet, 
where ho porformed a right aboub faco, took 
off his kepi, and mado a pollto bow to thoso 
on tho forb who had taken so much trouble 
to kill him. Tho ofiicoi' In command on 
Santa Catallna waB so impressed with tho 
oool and undaunted boaring of thia mon- 
tonero, thab ho ordered his mon to cheor 
him, and this they did vigorously.

Hawaiiaiia Agitated in Expectation of 
Another Rising Against the Dole 
Government. 



Annexation Movement Receives a Set- 
back— Arrangements of the 
Sugar Trust

Honolulu, April 29 — (Per ss. Gaelio, San 
Francisco, May G.)— Rumora of an impend- 
ing revolution are atill rife, und the storios 
aro of such a nature that no little alarm Is 
felt In government circles. Information 
cornea from tho island of Hawaii to the 
effect that the residents aro contemplating 
secession from the group, claiming as a rea- 
son for tho step thab thoy do not receive 
their share of money for publlo Improve- 
ments. 

Tho natives are in a Btato of oipootancy, 
and word haa been quietly passed amuag 
them that within a short spaoo of time 
restoration would be a fact. In thab event 
Kaiaulani la to be made queen. This re- 
newed hope on tho part of tho natives has 
given the annexation movement a sovero 
setback. 

Minister Hatoh has received a communica- 
tion from Secretary GreBham, through U.S. 
Minister Willis, in regard to naturalized 
HawaiianB applying for the protection of the 
United States. The communication deala 
entirely with the case of J. F. Bowlor, who 
oalled upon the United Statoa to interfere in 
hia behalf. Bowler was oonvicted of a 
charge of misprision of treason in connec- 
tion with tho recent rebellion. Mr. Gres- 
bam states that the U.S. government can- 
not interfere, and in giving reasons calls at- 
tention to the faot that Bowlor haa taken 
tho oath of allegiance required for beooming 
a naturalized citizen of Hawaii. No refer- 
ence Is made of the other prisoners coming 
under possible American jurisdiction. Secre- 
tary Greaham'a letter will be made public at 
a meebing of the council U be held this 
week. Tho government haa received no 
word from Secretary Grosham regarding 
Minister Thurston's alleged recall. 

Tho Hawaiian government iB putting into 
effect moaBures to equalize, and perhaps 
change altogether tho immigration stream. 
A limited number" of Chineyj field laborers 
aro to bo brought In undor roatrictions, by 
authority of tho aot of 1892. For tho pre- 
sent tha board of immigration will refuse ali 
applications for further importations of Jap- 
anese contract laborers. It is the intention 
of tho government and the planters to en- 
courage by every m9ans immigration from 
Europe Negotiations aro now under way 
for more Portuguese. In this rogard, mat- 
ters may ahapo themaelvos In a manner that 
may da to in Miniator Thurston in this 
country. It is understood that a now im- 
migration bureau is to bo created, and, if ho, 
he will bo offered the chairmanship. 

President Dolo oolebratod hia 51at birth- 
day anniversary on tho 23rd inab. During 
tho day u petition waa circulated praying 
that amnesty bo granted tho political prison- 
ers. By 5 o'clock In tho afternoon about 
500 names had been affixed to tho petition. 
An hour later the document was presented 
to tho president, who ropllod thab ho would 
Bubmit it to the council for action. 

Tho German bark Triton, from Liver- 
pool, now in tho port of Honolulu, paBsed a 
burning vessel in the South Boaa. Captain 
Schon reports thab on Maroh 4, in latitude 
10 dcg. 10 min. south, longitudo 111 deg 40 
min. west, a burning four-maatod iron ship 
was sighted. Ou approaching within speak- 
lag distance it waa discovorod to bo an Fng- 
liBh vesaol, evidently ooal laden, but on 
account of darknoss hor identity oould not 
bo loarnod. Hor f mr maotB woro standing, 
bub hor dookB apv ..red to ho burned out. 
Tho doroliot waa ot ubout 2,500 tons register ; 
her t"p sideB woro blaok, with painted 
ports, tho bottom being paintod dark red. 
A current of about twu and ono-half miles 
an hour was running tn tho wostward, 
gradually sotting tho burning ship toward 
tho Marquesas islands, whore Captain Sohon 
thought aha would land in about b'ix weekB 
timo. 

Tho sugar trust's now arrangemont — that 
of ahipping No. 2 sugar around the Horn to 
Atlantic porta, is creating havoc with veesols 
that ply between San Francisco und Hono- 
lulu. Vesaels that formerly had no trouble 
In securing cargoos aro now compelled to 
loavo port In ballast. Tho last two that loft 
in this manner aro tho brig W. G. Irwin and 
tho bark Albert. The Iabtcr vosaol departed 
for tho Sound on the 27th inst. Captain 
Griffith hue nob boon up north sinco 1889.

ALWAYS A PROTECTIONIST. 

Some of the journalists of the Liberal 
party have tried to oreate tho impression 
that Sir John A. Maodonald at ono period of 
his oareer favored commercial union with 
the United States, and that he was a staunch 
free trader up to tho election aampaign of 
1878. Happily Sir John A's. opinions on 
both theae subjeots aro on record. The 
Parliamentary Debatoa show that long be- 
fore 1878 the Leader of tho Conservative 
party was strongly opposed to any commer- 
cial arrangement with the United States that 
involved discrimination in trade again8t 
Great Britain, and that he was in favor of a 
national polioy of moderate proteotion. 

In Marob, 1870 (dates are important in 
this matter), the Hon. L. S. Huntington, 
one of the leading Liberals of the day, 
moved a resolution in the Houae of Com- 
mons in favor of a Customs Union with the 
United States, and asking the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to grant tho Dominion power to 
-negotiate In trade matters direotly with for- 
eign nations. Sir A. T. Gait, Who waa then 
also in Opposition, moved an amendment to 
Mr. Huntington'a resolution striking out the 
part relating to a CuatomB Union with the 
Unltod States, but enlarging tho oUubo con- 
cerning direct negotiations with foreign 
nations, making it cover ail British Posses- 
sions as well. In tho debate whioh ensued, 
Sir John Macdonald Baid : 



The honorable member for Sherbrooke has 
struck out of tho resolution, whioh purport 
to bo in favor of freo trade, all that portion 
whioh referred to Customs Union and which 
was in fact the beginning, the end and tho 
bnrden of the resolutions. The principle 
sought to be established by theso resolutions 
was the prinoiple establishing a Union with 
the United States against our Mother 
Country. That waa the principle eatab- 
liahed, that waa the prinoiple repudiated 
and rejected by this bouse, rejected by the 
friends of the hon, member, and wlpod out 
of existence by the member for Sherbrooke 
who has dissented from it. Well, sir, the 
resolutions have gone to their grave. Let 
them reat in peace. The hon. gentleman 
haa in this our firot parliament aa a Domin- 
ion, aired his opinions of disloyalty, haB 
told p.s that we (should legiulate against our 
Mother Country, against our own Sovereign, 
and In favor of a country which is foreign to 
us in position, in polioy and in feeling. But 
the hon. membor for Sherbrooke could 
nob support tho proposition of his political 
and personal friond, yet tried to cast 
his shield boforo him, to protect him, 
and bo break hie fall. Now, I for one am 
resolved that bo shall nob sucooed by adopt- 
ing a portion of the original resolutions in 
shielding tho member for Shofford from the 
obloquy whioh must bo oasb upon his notions 
by the people. And I shall movo an amend 
mont to tho amendment for at once estab- 
lishing tho opinion of the houao and country 
upon tho motion of tho hon. membor. Even 
if tho reaolutiona of tho member for Sher- 
brooke were unexceptionable, ovon if they 
wore proposed so aa to meet tho approba 
tion of tho houao generally, they ahall not 
bo brought down aa a meana of provonting 
our casting our conauro upon tho roaolutiona 
of tho member for Shefford; they shall not 
be allowed to break tho fall or aof ton tho do 
feat of that hon. gontleman. But, after all, 
do those resolutions commend thernaolvea to 
tho good sense and patriotic feeling of a 
majority of the houao and country t Sir, 
think they aro as objeotionablo in spirit as 
tho original resolutions aro objectionable 
not only in spirit but in letter. 

Tho amendment proposed by Sir John 
Macdonald was charaotorlatio of him as a 
loyal British Bubjoob and a staunoh up 
holder of British conneotion. Ib waB this : 

Thab all after tho word "rssolved" 
tho main resolution bo atruok oub and tho 
following substituted: "That this house, 
wbilo dealroua of obtaining for tho Domlon- 
ion the freest aocoaa to tho markets of tho 
world, and thus augmenting and oxtonding 
its prosperity, ia satisfied that this objeot 
can bo boat obtainod by tho oonourront ao 
tlon of tho Imperial and Canadian govern- 
ments, and thab any attempt to ontor into a 
treaty with a foreign power wlthoub tho 
etrong and diroot support of tho Mother 
Country, aa tho principal party, must fail, 
and thab a CuBtomB' Union with tho Unitod 
States, now heavily taxod, would bo unfair 
to the Empire and injurious bo tho Dom- 
inion, and woaken tho ties now so happily 
existing botwoon them." 

Tho oloeing words of this tronohant spoooh 
were, "This amendment, I am sure, will 



meet with the support of the oountry and 
put a quietus on Zollvereln Customa unions, 
free trade and the right to deolare peaoe and 
war." 

In tho Bame session of the same year (1870) 
eight years, aocotding bo some, before Sir 
John's oonveraion to a " national polioy " of 
proteotion, in the debate on the Budge 1 , 
which waa condemned as proteotioniat by 
Mr. Holton, a leading Liberal — aB being 
the beginning of a National Polioy — Sir John 
Maodonald eaid : 

Ho would ask — judging from the petitions 
presented to this House ainoe tho beginning 
of the session — if there bad not been a gen- 
eral pronunciamento from all parts of Canada 
in favor of a National polioy (hoar). 
Hon. Mr. Holton— No. 
Hon. Sir John A. Maodonald— The hon. 
Dtembar for Chateauguay says No. Well, 
he represents Chateauguay and not the 
wholo oountry. Perhaps his constituents 
do not understand the merits of reciprocity 
with the Unitod States and tho merits of tho 
Canadian polioy. The hon. member for 
Chateauguay waa obstinatoly oppoBod to 
anything like a National Policy. The Hon. 
gentleman thinks that free trade, after the 
fashion of Jeremy lientham, John Stuart 
Mill and John Bright is the Bible, the oate- 
ohlsm, tho oreed, and the paternoster of tho 
polltioal belief of Canada. That hon. gen- 
tleman's belief and his (Sir John's) were 
altogether different. He waa a moat tre- 
mendous disbeliever in his (Mr. Holton's) 
polioy. He (Sir John) believed wo had a 
polioy of our own, and that we would have 
a polioy of our own, notwithstanding tho 
romarka of the hon. gentleman. 

Here we have an emphatio declaration 
against free trade as a polioy for Canada 
and in favor of a protectioniab polioy suitod 
to the ciroumstancea of the country made by 
tho Conservative leador In 1870. Mr. 
Holton, an able man, and a man whom Sir 
John liked and reapeoted, was an ardent 
freo trader qb free trado ia understood in 
England, but the Conservative leador, after 
defining Mr. Holton's commercial oreed, said 
that " tho hon. gentleman's belief and his 
were altogether different." Knowing that 
Sir John Maodonald aa early aB 1870— only 
three years after the Confederation was 
formed— avowed his belief in a national 
polioy, " a polioy of our own," how can any- 
one have the effrontery to say that he was a 
believer in froe trade in 1878, and only 
adopted protection as an expedient to get 
into power 2 

YBSRY INAUGURATE. 

It Ib well known that figures aro nob the 
strong point of the organ of the Opposition 
in this olty. It is nob exact, and it is either 
dishonest or careless— faults or rather vioes, 
whioh in anyone undertaking to deal with 
figures are unpardonable. It quoted the 
Trade and Navigation Returns for 1894 yes- 
terday to prove that the tariff " ia substan- 
tially as high as ever lb was." It makes those 
returns give the valuo of the total dutiable 
goods to be $69,873,571, the duty paid 
$21,161,710, and average duty 30 8 percent. 

When we refertothe Trade and Navigation 
Returns for 1894, printed by S. E. Dawson, 
Printer to the Queon'a MostExcellenb Majes- 
ty, wo find that the total valuo of the duti- 
able goodB entered for consumption was, in 
1894, §62,779,182, and the total duty col- 
lected, $19,379,822.32. So, according to the 
Trade and Navigation Roturns, the Times ia 
$7,094,389 astray in value of dutiable goods 
imported, and $1,781,888 in tho amount of 
duty paid. Singularly onough wo Bee tho 
Customa taxation for 1894 given in the 
same Ibbuo of the Times at §19,198,114, 
whioh is nearer the truth, but 
still not correct. Here we have in 
the Times two statements of the revenue 
for tho same year differing from each other 
to the extonb of nearly bwo millions of dol- 
lars, and neither of them oorrect according 
to the Dominion Trade and Navigation Ro- 
turns. 

Our contemporary's data bolng inaeourato 
its conclusion must necessarily be wrong. 
Besides, It takes an unfair way of estimating 
the average duty on imports. It is quite 
evident that whsn 'a oomparison is made of 
tho duty paid under two tariffs tho whole of 
tho Imports, freo as well as dutiable, should 
be taken into the calculation. Anyone 
oan see that if, when a tariff is 
revised, large additions are made 
to tho free list, the average rate 
of duty ia lowered, even if the rate paid on 
tho goods atill paying duty ia aa high as over 
ib was. Now, lot us turn to tho Trade and 
Navigation Returns to seo if the duty paid 
under tho revisod tariff is, as our contem- 
porary asaortB, " substantially aa high as 
over it waa." On page xi wo find tho per- 
centage of duty on tho total valuo of goodB 
entered for consumption, dutiublo and froe, 
was in 1894 17.13. Now this Ib lowor than 
ib haa boon since 1880— in that year tho avor- 
ago duty waa 19 70 por cont. There Is a 
good deal of difference botwoon 30.8 por 
cent,, whioh tho Times sots down 
the avorago duty, and 17.13, tho rato given 
in tho Trade and Navigation Returns, 
There ia another way In which the burden 
of taxation can bo measured and thab Is tho 
rato paid por head of tho population. In 
1894 tho rato was $3 86 por head. Thia Is the 
lowest since 1881. In that year tho rate 
was $4.20 por head. Tho oustoms taxation 
waB lasb year jusb 40 cents a head less than 
Ib was In 1881. Now, if tho Trado and Navl 
gation Returna aro oorreob, anyone who can 
read and ia tolerably export in adding and 
subtracting, multiplying and dividing, musb 
seo that the Times is altogether wrong when 
ib aays that " the tariff is substantially aB 
high aa ever ib was." 



way bo Hudson Bay for the purpose of pro- 
viding a new avenue of transportation for 
the products and commerce of the North- 
weab the feasibility of the routo needs to be 
better determined. By that we do nob 
mean to imply that any pbyBloal 
obstacles of an insurmountable na- 
ture will hn enoountored in constructing 
a railway to the Bay. Building the land 
portion of tho routo would be an easy mat- 
ter in the handa of men who have pierced 
tho Rooky mountains lb is the duration of 
safe navigation of Hudson's straits and the 
bearing of this problem upon the commercial 
practicability of the scheme which makes it 
necessary for the government to proceed cir- 
cumspcctly, beoauBa it would be a decidodly 
humiliating thing to discover after tho road 
was builb to the Bay thab the poriod and 
shortness of navigation through tho Straits 
necessitated for the maintenance and opera- 
tion of the routo rates of freight as high as 
bhoso now oomplained of. If, thoreforo, tho 
assistance asked of the Government is for 
the initial Btago of a new transportation 
routo botwoon the Northwest and Europe, 
wo repeat that its praotloiblllty and utility 
have yot to be so clearly demonstrated as to 
warrant the aid. 

Ib would be indood singular if tho Gov 
ernment subsidised tho road or mado large 
advances to Its projootora without firBt 
finding out whother tho Hudson Bay route 
can bo depondod upon as a commerolal 
route. Wo infor from the tone of the 
Uazatto'a artiolo that certainty on that head 
has not yet been arrived at. That being 
tho ease, tho Gazette's advice, to procoed 
circumspectly, is dictated by ordinary pru 
donee and common sonso.

GOOD ADVIOB. 

Wo find that tho Montreal Gazette con- 
siders tho uncertainty as to tho navigability 
of Hudson Bay, tho chief objection to ox. 
tending aid to tho Hudson Hay Railway. 
Iu its Issue of tho 29th ult,, it says : 

Now, an advance of §10,000 a mile may 
not bo excessive for the construotion of a 
railway to York JJaotory, oonsiderlng tho 
charaoter of country through whioh tho lino 
would huvo to bo builb and maintained for 
400 miles from tho Saskatchewan oasb to tho 
bay ; bub boforo Parliament is justified in 
inaugurating tho polioy of a through high- 



A POPULAR ERROR. 

A great many aro under tho impression 
that poverty and pauperism are inoroasing 
in Groat Britain. A certain olass of ugita 
tors aro continually declaring that in the 
Mother Country, and Indeed in every other 
within the bounds of civilization, the poor 
are bocomlng poorer while the rloh are 
getting richer. This at almost every gath- 
ering of those who are discontented with 
the prosont condition of things is Baid and 
re-said as an undoubted truth. But honost 
and intelligent Inquiry has shown that this 
whioh ia given out as truth with suoh confi- 
dence, is not truth at all but the very oppo- 
site of the truth. A CommlBBion was ap- 
pointed by tho British Parliament some time 
ago to ir quire into the condition' of the 
Aged Poor. Among the members of this 
Commission were the Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Mr. Charles Booth, Mr. 
Broadhurst and Mr. Joseph Aroh. The re- 
port ol the Commission has been published, 
and it is described ae a very " hopeful " one. 
This is how ono of tho besb of the American 
nowspapors comments upon that report : — 

There are volumes of oncouragemonb in 
thia report to those who are trying to defeat 
the schemes of socialism and communism 
that are appearing in the legislative bodies 
of Great Britain and tho Unitod States, as 
well aB those of the less favored countries of 
Europe. The increase of the prosperity of 
the wage-earners has been general. The 
workiegman Is earning more and living 
hotter than at any former time in the his- 
tory of wages and prices. Pauperism is 
among the evils whioh are being gradually 
overcome. It will exist for a long time to 
oomo, bub moro and moro ib ib growing to 
bo the result of misoonducb and not of social 
and economic conditions. No doubt its 
disappearance may be expedited by wise 
legislation, but it will be increased by such 
legislation as the socialist demagogue 
proposos, What we need in this direction 
is an individual freodom larger ovon than 
that which we now enjoy — a larger oppor- 
tunity for tho beat men to gain all tho ad- 
vantage possible from the free employment 
of their abilities, to tho end, among other 
things, that they may Increase opportunities 
for others, and especially for men of humbler 
powers. Tho collectlvleb exhorter Is the 
worst enemy of tho worklngman — tho enemy 
who urges him to put a block in tho way of 
his own progress. 

It ia moat cheering to find " that the in- 
crease of the prosperity of the wago-earners 
has boon general and that tho working- 
man Is earning more and living hotter 
than at any formor time in the 
history of wages and prices." The 
contrary of this is being dinned into the 
ears of tho workiegmen of to-day, until 
they have oomo to bollove that their con- 
dition ia worse and their hardships 
moro and groator, than those of tho 
worklngmen of any other generation. It 
might be well to ask tho men who consider 
It their mission in this world to make 
worklngmen discontented with thoir own 
lob and with the presont condition of 
aocioty, for some proof of tho sweeping 
assertions which thoy aro making rolativo to 
tho comparative misery and degradation of 
tho working classes of to-day.

Some Details of the Dominion Ex 
penditure About to Be Voted 
by Parliament. 

The Drill Pay for the Militia-Chouges 
in Appropriations for this 
Province. 

" Tho EatimateB " of the Dominion ex- 
penditure for the year from July 1, 1895, to 
June 30, 1896, have arrived by the mall and 
contain many interesting particulars not 
touched upon in tho brief dispatoh from 
Ottawa stating the main particulars of the 
general retrenchments. On consolidated 
fund account — thit is, with respoot to tho 
ordinary revenue and ordinary expenditure 
—there is a net deoroaao of §1,682,093 from 
the amount voted for 1894 95— thio, too, 
after providing §150,000 for the expenses of 
the ooming general elootiona. Tho intorcat 
and sinking fund in oonneotion with the 
public debt ia part of the consolidated fund 
expenditure, and as this ohurge is upwardB 
of half a million dollars more on account of 
the last loanB, tho exponaoa of general gov- 
ernment have had to be cut down about 
$2,200,000 to give the net doorcase stated 
above. Capital aooount shows a nocesBary 
Inorease in tho expenditure bocauao thero is 
SI, 721, 539 of the debt to be redeemed in tho 
coming year against onl/S93,886 in 1894 95 
(Tho desire for eoonomy is not to be allowed 
to stop publio improvements, for railway 
and canal construction expenditure is to be 
out down only §367,000, to §2,527,420, and 
other publio works will requiro §85,000 
against §105,000. On capital and ourront 
aocount combined, the deoreaao in expendi- 
ture will bo §-167,195, notwithstanding that 
a million and three quarters of tho debt is to 
bo wipod off in the yoar. This amount, 
however, will bo reduaod by the inevitable 
supplementary estimates, but tho Finance 
Minister has stated that those are to bo very 
email. 

Last summer the rural corps of tho militia 
wore relieved from drill, and tho oatimatea 
give indication that not only is thoir leave 
to oontinne but that the oity corps alao were 
to have a holiday. There ia nob a dollar 
for drill pay, except for members of 
the active militia "attending schools of 
instruction," for whom §30,000 is asked. 
Tho militia will, however, be voted §60,000 
for V care of arma, drill instruction, postage 
and stationery allowanco," There aro de- 
creases in nearly every Item of military ex- 
penditure, tho saving thus effeoted being 
§263.398, and tho total asked §1,098,804 
lb now appears, however, that in oonse- 
quenoe of representations mado by loading 
military men tho government are go- 
ing to reconsider the mattor of drill 
pay for oity corps, whloh ia likely to 
bo Inserted In the supplementary estimates. 
The grants to rifle and artillery associations 
remain the nme. For the " dofenco of 
Esquimau " there ia voted §125,000, includ- 
ing about §75,000 aa tho Dominlon'a share of 
the capital expenditure for works and build- 
ings, the reat beiDg the pay and allowance 
of the Royal Marino Artillery and Fcgineers. 

A new amount of §5,200 appears for addi- 
tional work by tho department of egrlcul- 
ture in British Columbia. 

The C. P. R. ia down for §90,000, " to 
pay for work undor award." 

Ithe publio worka expenditures for thia 
province inolude §2,500 for the Victoria 
drill hall and accessory buildings, and §40,- 
000 for the new post office here. 

The harbor and rivor expenditure in- 
cludes : Columbia river, improvements 
above Golden, §2,500 ; dredging in Victoria 
inner harbor, §5,000 ; protection workB at 
Garry Bush, Fraser river, §1,000 ; improve- 
ment of channel, Eraser rlvor, S10.000 ; 
general harbor, river and bridge improve- 
ments, §3,000 ; improvements between 
Canal Flat and Fort Steele, East Kootenay, 
§2,000 ; Skeena river, §2,000. 

For British Columbia Indians §107,312 is 
asked, against §114,112, The decreases con- 
sist of §8,000 loss for surveys and §4,500 lesa 
for tho reserve commieaion. There ia an in- 
crease of §6,000 for medical attendance and 
nwdioines, and §2,760 for industrial and 
boarding schools. 

Tho Alaska boundary survey oalls for 
§18,000 in place of §45,000 in 1894 95. 

There are §2,000 down for telegraph con- 
neotionof Lillooot with the Ashcroft Barker- 
ville lino and §1,000 for general repairs on 
the latter. 

The uaual voto of §5,000 for stoam sorvioo 
between Viotoria and San Francisco appears, 
but that of §6,000 for " atoam communica- 
tion between Viotoria and Nanaimo, and 
between Nanaimo, Comox and Valdcz 
ialanda " does not. 

Government telegraph lines in British 
Columbia call for SI 1,000 in place of §10,- 
000 ; and S2.500 is again asked for tho pub- 
lic worka agency in thia province. 

Undor postal " outaido servico " thero Is 
§11,400 for "provisional allowances" for 
Manitoba, the Northwest TerritorlpR and 
British Columbia, against §8 600 in 1894 95 

From the British Columbia penitentiary 
itoma §9,838 haa boon cut, the chief econ- 
omies being of §4 922 for maintenance, and 
§3,604 for working expensoo, tho stuff boing 
little ohonged. B. C fishery ovorsoera will 
got §7,900 in place of §10,000.

COEINTO EVACUATED. 

The "Boyal Arthur" the Only British War. 
ship Left in Nicaraguan Waters. 

Managoa, Nioaragua, May 6.— The Nio- 
araguan government having, through the 
Salvadorian minister at London, accepted 
the modifiod ultimatum of the Brltiah gov- 
ernment, tho dispute between tho two 
countries ia practically at an end. 

Aa stated . in tho Associated Press dis- 
patches, orders were cabled from London to 
Rear Admiral Stephenson, directing him to 
evaouate the port on Sunday. Tho war- 
ships presented a saeno of orderly bustlo in 
the morning, giving evidenoe that something 
out of the uaual course was going on. Boats 
paaaed frequently between the shore and the 
vessels, the little midshipmen in ohargo 
wearing an air of greator importance than 
uaual. The foroe originally landed by the 
Brltiah to hold the plaao was 400 bluejaok- 
eta and marlnea, but on Friday, when it be- 
oame known that tho tenaion had beoome 
relaxed, oil of them, with the exception of 
fifty-olght marines and their officera, were 
withdrawn. 

Shortly of tor the flag denoting that re- 
HglouB services were in progress on board 
tho warahipa waa hauled down, the marlnea, 
who had boon drawn up in front of the oua- 
torn house, were ordored to roturn to thoir 
shipB. Afewminutos later tho Brltiah flag 
waa hauled down from the government 
building, and Boon tho long (strokes of tho 
Bailors were aweeping thoir Iheavy boats to 
tho warships lying in tho harbor. 

Hundreds of persona had assembled along 
the shore to Beo tho embarkation of tho ma 
rinoB, and o ohoer went up as tho noaoa of 
the boata headed harborward. Tho war- 
ships wore soon riding at short cables, bub 
their departure waa dolayed by tho tido, 
which did nob aorve until tho afternoon. Ib 
waa expected that the flagahip would depart 
with tho two other vessels of tho fleet, but 
when the water was high enough on the bar 
to permit of tho paaaago of the veasola only 
the Wild Swan and tho Satellite got undor 
way, and, with tho red enalgn of Britain 
snapping in tho breezo, stood oub to sea. 
The flagship, the Royal Arthur, laid oub 
cable again, and thia foot waa believed to 
confirm a reporb that Bhe would Baluto the 
Nioaraguan flag when the government re 
possessed itself of the port.

Tho ompiro istlio most popular of the 
many olnssio stylos from which beauti- 
ful linos may bo borrowed for embroid- 
ery work. Although for somo years pant 
it has boon laid asido to make room for 
oharming plant and flowor designs, it is, 
With tho revival of the olassio in all 
ornamoutal designu, becoming again a 
popular stylo for embroidory. 

Those ompiro designs may bo oni- 
broidored on any suitable matorial, but 
thoy aro particularly adaptod to linon. 
Many usoful piecos, such as pillow and 
bolster shams, lambrequins, scarfs, ta- 
ble covers, centerpieces, doilies, carving 
oloths and others-of a similar nature 
may bo made of antique linon or of 
other suitable matorial on whioh tho 
embroidering may bo dono with equally 
good and satisfactory rosults. 

Tho majority of ompiro designs for 
small pieces appoar to best advautago 
whon workod in outline stitoh,' but

piro furniture, draperies and ornaments 
wore rod, green and gold, but whoro it 
was necessary tho othor colors figured 
in a measure, so that whon ombroidor- 
ing ompiro designs, if theso colors or 
shades of thorn aro omployod, tho effoot 
of design and color will bo nioro pleas- 
ing and in keoping with tho style.

bo Ton Laying TJp Any Money These 
Hard Times? 

Every yoar of my lifo I am moro and 
moio impressed that financial indopend- 
Bnco for our sox is tho koy to tho whole 
woman question. Women havo as good 
right to work for thoir living as tmn 
havo unless they are tho mothors of 
littlo children that requiro thoir care. 
That is tho dictum of common sense. I 
barp upon it always. But ovon the 
mother of littlo children should havo hor 
regular wages, so that sho will havo an 
iucomo of her own. It is only through 
ignorance, I am sure, that mon liko to 
keep thoir wives in a state of financial 
Blavery. With tho vanity of poor, weak, 
human nature, thoy perhaps think it 
adds to thoir own importance and con- 
?equonco to bo abloto crack tho. pecuni- 
ary whip over a woman and subject 
her to painful degradation by compelling 
her to ask for every dime sho needs to 
spend and account to them for it. If men 
only know, if thoy only know I Tho 
truth is that thoir wives and daughters 
lio to them constantly and decoivo them. 
Tho man comes to bo lookod on as a 
miser and an unfeeling master. If the 
wife wants to make a present to hor 
mother or brother, sho tips tho wink to 
tho grocor and dressmaker and orders 
that so many dollars shall bo added to 
their bills. I know a wife, a kindly, in- 
dustrious littlo woman, who has her 
grocer and dry goods merchant system- 
atically put articles on thoir bills at a 
higher prico than they really chargo. 
Tho old man pays the grocer's and mer- 
chant's bill, and tho littlo wife has thus 
a small fund for hor own pocket money. 
I toll you women will bo crafty and de- 
coitfnlwhnn men aro unjust. It follows 
as tho night tho day. Girls ought to 
know thoso things and think ovor them 
woll boforo thoy marry. Tho right way 
will bo for a husband to set asido a 
proper part of tho money ho earns for 
his wife's wages as housekeeper and 
nurso. That is the only just plan. Where 
women earn money of their own, of 
courso they aro independent They need 
not bo liars; thoy need not humiliate 
themselves into tho earth by resorting 
to tho disgraceful frauds I havo men- 
tioned. For this and for many other 
reasons lot every woman who earns 
monoy savo a part of it, however small 
hor pay may lie. Even 2o cents a week 
will amount to many dollars in course 
of timo. Then when ono has as much as 
$500 sho can invest it. Often sho can 
invest it sooner by buying building lots 
in a good locality. Economy can bo ex- 
ercised in dress better than anywhere 
elso.

DUEBANT'S TRIAL 

"Will Be Called In July-The Case for the 
Defence Outlined— The (iullt That 
of Another. 

San Francisco, May 7. — In order to 
afford him every opportunity to prepare his 
defenoe, the case of Theodore Durrant will 
not be called till July. The proseontion 
profess to have their caBe ready ; bub the 
supremo court having passed strictures on 
tho police department for having brought 
tho Frederick trial to a epoody termination, 
it will bo given no opportunity for finding 
tho sumo fault with tho Durrant affair. 
The police are dissatisfied with tho evidence 
of Organist King, who stated at the prelim- 
inary examination that he doteatod tho odor 
of escaping gas in tho church on Ap.-il 3, 
although this statement is controverted by 
tho janitor and by two plumbers, Threat- 
ening letters havo been received by tho 
schoolgirls who identified Durrant as 
Blance Lamont's eBcorb from school on the 
day of her disappearance. The girls have 
been warned that if they testify againBt 
Dnrrant again thoy will receive physical 
violence, 

Tho lawyers for the defonco say thoy will 
prove : That tho yard of the church has 
been a trysting place for peoplo living in 
that neighborhood ; that Durrant had not a 
reputation aa a lady-killer ; that another 
member (now on ox-member) had ; thab tho 
labtor frequently viBits tho church, though 
now a non-resident ; that this porson was 
one whom all the young ladies of tho church 
distrusted ; that he frequently took liberties 
with them ; that upon ono occasion ho was 
alone with a young lady in tho vestry, and 
that his aotionn were auch aa to oauae her to 
have a sorioua hyaterical attack; that only a 
desire to avoid a public Boandal prevented 
bla Btanding a prosecution at tho time ; that 
said ex-mombor during April waa preaont at 
tho churah, to which ho at ono timo pos- 
eeaaed a key— ono thab fitted the side door ; 
that this poraon know and waa intimatoly 
acquainted with both Blanche Lamont and 
Minnie VVilliam8 ; that thia party had been 
married and divorcod, and haa been an in- 
mate of an inBano OBylum. Durrant'a attor- 
neyB conoludo by saying thoy aro confident 
that beforo many dayB tho burdon of guilt 
will be openly borno by tho responsible 
oriminal.

By the arrival of tho City of Topoka from 
Alaska, additional particulars are obtained 
of tho finding of tho lost Montserrat'a medi- 
cine cheat, and it ia also learned that frag- 
monta of woodwork from both Monteerrab 
and Keoweonaw have lately oomo ashore at 
various islanda of the Quoou Charlotte 
group, olearly demonstrating the truth of 
tho theory that both ill-fated colliers woro 
lost woll toward tho north, having atood to 
Boa to OBoapo the dangers of tho Vanoouvor 
island coast. Tho Victoria sealing echoonor 
Maud S, which arrived ab Vakutabon April 
15 with 250 odd skins, brought several 
pieces of deck fittings easily recognized as 
having belonged to ono or other of the lost 
vesaela. Captain McKlol had obtained 
them ab Roso harbor, Queen Charlotte, 
where, he said, tho Haido Indiana had 
utilized conaiderable portions of Montaerrat 
wreokage in repairing their housee, ono of 
tho Bub-chiefa having nailed beside hla 
totem polo a aido signboard bearing the 
name Montsorrat, while the namoboard of 
the Keeweonaw had also been picked up 
and uood to dooorabe one of the smaller 
native houses. At Crosa Sound, Captain 
MoKiel alao found aeveral pieces of finished 
woodwork, evidently from some wreokod 
vessel of large bIzo, Rose harbor, at whloh 
point most of tho relio wreckage haa oomo 
aehoro, ia situated at tho extreme northeaat 
corner of Graham ialand, the laBb of the 
Queen Charlotte group ; it waa here, on 
Robs Bpit, that the Dominion steamer 
Quadra came to grief two years ago, and as 
no ateamera have made calls thore for a year 
or more, there being no commercial intereats 
to cater to, ib ia j uite possible that muoh in- 
formation concerning tho wreck of the two 
colliora haa for months been in tbe posses- 
sion of the Indiana there, who however 
have boon unable, even if desirous, to com- 
munioate it to tbe outeido world. The 
City of Topoka alao bringa confirmation of 
tho report that the eohooner C. G. White, 
of San Francisco, went down near Kodiak 
on April 14, with seventeen men aboard. 
for the west coast. 

This evening the steam schooner Miaahlef, 
Captain Foot, loaves for the West Coaab 
with a heavy freight and a fair number of 
paaaengera. Her cargo will include pact of 
the plant for a new saw mill to be ereoted 
shortly at Clayoquob Sound. Rev. Mr. El- 
lison, of Minnesota, will be a passenger on 
the steamer. He goea to Quataino to exam- 
ine tho proapoots there for another party of 
colonists, in whose interests he ia making 
the trip. If he finds the place up to hia ex- 
pectations he will write immediately for the 
party to come, Tho colonists number about 
thirty Norwegian men and women. Tho 
colony ab preaent settled ab Quataino are 
Swedes.

Two Kyuquot Indiana belonging to bho 
■ealcr Fawn, oamo over on the Rosalie yea 
torday morning from Port Townaond, whero 
thoy arrived from Juneau on tho steamer 
City of Topeka. Late in March tho Indiana 
went off sealing and in a squall lost tho 
schooner. They say thoy were in their can 
oes five days beforo sighting land and had 
nothing to eat during that timo but seal 
meat. They roported at tho offioo of Mr.

She Turns Turtle While Off Cape St 
Elias in Company with the 
"Favorite." 

No Hope for ^' rt pt a ln or Crew-The 
Cr >'uise of the "Dora 
Siewerd." 

The Beating ichoohor Dora Siewerd, 
Captain Slewetd commanding, whioh re- 
turned to port from her Bpring sealing ex- 
pedition ab 1 o'elock this morning, brings 
tho diatroaeing news that one ab leaat of the 
fleet that wenb to the hunting in January 
laat will nob return. Tho ill-fated orafb la 
tbe well known Walter A. Earle, whioh 
capsized in tho fierao gale raging on Eiater 
Sunday, with a loas acoording to present 
reporta of all handa aboard. 

At tho timo of the disaster tho Earle, in 
company with the Favorite, Capt. MoLoan, 
waa hunting in the neighborhood of Capo 
St. Ellas, in latitude 58 north, longitude 142 
west. Tho weather had boon very dirty for 
aovoral daya and on the 1-1 th April a fierce 
galo arose, which carried away a consider 
ablo portion of tho Favorito'a running gear 
and gavo her a hard battle for her life. 

When the morning of tho 15th broke and 
tho atorm ha d in a me aauro subsided, Capt, 
McLean lookod, but lookod"ln"*vain, for his 
consort. The Earlo had disappeared. After 
ward tho Favorite came upon an overturned 
hull which waa taken to bo that of tho Earlo, 
although weather did not permit of the 
lowering of a boab bo make a close Imipoc 
tion, and suspicions oould nob therefore at 
tho time be verifiod. They were a fow daya 
after, however, when, acoording to the mate 
of the Katherino, Indian hunters from the 
Favorito gob oloae enough to tho turned 
turtle craft to make out her namo. 

Tbe masts were then In place, so the In 
diana Baid, and tho achoonor had opparontly 
boen simply swnng over by the storm, in 
auch a way that no ono on board could have 
had a ohance for hia life. 

Tho Earle was, as laat aoaBon, commanded 
by Captain Loula Magneson, who, like tho 
white members of hia crew, was a well- 
known Victorian. The schooner was com 
paratively new, and had been engaged ii 
tho sealing since her building two or three 
yoars ago. 

Other miahaps to vesaela of the fleet, for 
tunstely of lesser gravity, are alao reported 
by Captain Siewerd, aeveral of the Vio 
torla achoonera having lost canoea 
and Indian hunters, and ono Neah 
bay schooner, name unknown, being 
also reported capsizsd with the probablo loas 
of her crew. The Sapphire and one or two 
others aro now at Euouleb on bheir way 
home, while a oouple of achoonera whose 
namea oould not ba ascertained wero follow 
ing bhe Siewerd In. 

Capt. Siewerd's achoonor has had com 
paratively good fortune during the preaont 
orulae, having loat none of ber men and cap- 
tured 520 odd aeal ainoe leaving home in 
January last. She has, however, had hor 
share of minor losses, a number of the boats 
having been lost and a portion of the rigging 
having carried away. 

Captain Siewerd, wbilo sorry to be the 
bearer of newa so sad, dooB nob think bhat 
there can bo any mistake as to tho 
identity of the lost member of th 
fleet — nor dooB he think that any member of 
theE»rle'« crew llvos to toll tho story of that 
vessel's laat battlo with the angry aea.

Ho road a lettor from Mr. Oladstono, in 
whioh after remarking thab tho recollection 
of the Bulgarian horrors might havo had the 
ofTecb of provonting tholr repetition, Mr. 
Oladstono declares that Europo's duty is to 
plaoo no robanco upon mero words but to 
adopt tiTeotual moaBuros to provent a recur- 
rence. *' I am oonfidont," Bald tho lato 
Premier, " that England will not shrink 
from hor duty, and I trust sho will havo tho 
firm oo-oporation of Franco and Russia. If 
tho other powerB refrain it is to bo regretted 
on their own account." Tho lettor concludes 
with oxproBBlng tho hope that moral pres- 
sure will Buflico to induce tho Sultan and his 
advisera to " suppress these deeds of sin."
